The president introduced 
Professor Du Roure and Mr. Fabre 
Surveyor, of the Alliance Francaise, 
who had kindly consented to act as 
judges. Mr. Du Roure explained the 
conditions of the contest. The candi- 
dates were to speak for about five} 
|minutes, and were not limited in choice 
}of subject. : 
| The first speaker was Mr. D. Me- 
| Donald, of Arts ’15, who spoke on the 
life and influence of Lord Strathcona. 
He referred feelingly to the character 
of the great statesman, and his bene- 
factions to the Royal Victoria College. 

The second speaker was Mr. Arthur 
Matthewson, who chose as his subject 
“Imperialism.” Mr. Mattehewson show- 
ed by his fluency of speech and bread- 
th of view, the influence of a year 
spent in Paris. He pleaded for a wider 
recognition of the principles under- 
lying the greatness of the Britis}. 
Empire, and condemned in no uncer- 
tain terms the attitude of some Can 
adians toward this great question. 

Mr. Biliott then spoke very fluently 
and forcefully, showing himself thor- 
oughly... gagnant with the French lan- 
guage. ~ He presented his subject,{ 
“Switzerland,” in a very -attractive 
Manner, speaking of the nature of the 
little land and its inhabitants. The 
Swiss are a very industrious and in- 
dependent people, making exceedingly 
suitable immigrants if they could bce 
attracted to this country. 

The last speaker in the contest for 
English-speaking students was Mr. 
Harold Griffth, of Arts ’14, who spoke 
on the rural Wreneh-Canadians. He 
drew a picture of the life of these! 
simple people and paying a tribute to 
their honesty and simplicity. “From 
these humble homes,” he said, “have 
come men whose names are written 
in glory throughout the pages of the 
history of Canada and the Empire.”

QUEEN ALEXANDRA’S GIFT 


In the Assembly Hall of the Royal 
Victoria College there stands a case 
containing a banner, a piece of tap- 
estry done by Mrs. Watts, and’ pre- 
sented to the college by Queen Alex- 
andra. Although it has hung there 
for many years it is a lamentable fact 
that the majority of the students, 
are entirely ignorant of what it is 
Meant to represent, its significance, 
and why it is there. The climax was 
reached when some one remarked in 
the course of a discussion 2f the beau- 
ties of the Assembly Hall, “I always 
thought that thing over in the corner 
was a fish!” 


Though a printed explanation of the 
design hangs in the Common Room, 
where most of the Donaidas have an 
opportuity of examining it, #t has 
Seemed well to bring it more emphat- 
ically before their notice. ‘There must 
jalso be many others who have stud- 
ied this symbolic figure in the inter- 
vals of lectures, concerts, or even 
dances.

DICTAPHONE 


Victory of Staunch Old Organ- 
ization Hurled to Ground by 
Conservatives ; 


For some time past vague rumours of 
bribery have been circulated. Accusa- 
tions have been brought up against the 
Liberals by ardent Conservatives from 
time to time, but as this is the case 
on both sides in every political affair, 
| little heed was paid to these indefinite 
charges. At last some accusing evi- 
dence has been found which preves 
without doubt, the guilt of the Lib- 
erals, 

One of the foremost Liberal minis- 
ters is accused of bribery. In justice 


to him it should be said that he must 
have accepted this bribe in a moment 
| of weakness, as all his friends speak 
highly of his honesty heretofore. In 
| spite of his former good record, he 
stands accused in the sight of all his 
fellow students, accused by something 
more convincing than mere circumstan- 
! tial. evidence. 
By the merest chance suspicion 
| against him was aroused; a private 
detective speedily found and commis- 
sioned to get to the bottom of the af- 
fair. By learning of a secret appoint- 
| ment the detective was able to accom- 
plish his mission in a very short time. 

After learning of this meeting, which 
was to be held in a house on Mansfield 
street, the detective, by pretending to 
be a, MeGill student, obtained an ad- 
joining vacant room, and there in- 
stalled himself; and in the absence of 
his neighbors placed a skillfully eon- 
cealed dictaphone between the two 
rooms. 

At the time of the meeting, several 
prominent Conservatives were crowded 
around the receiving end of the dicta- 
phone, and the incriminating conversa- 
tion being carried on in the next room 
was taken down word for word. 

The chief substance of this con- 
versation may be condensed into the 
following few lines: With some slight 
misgivings, but practically no hesita- 
tion, the Liberal minister consented, 
not only to refrain from delivering the 
speech which he-had prepared for to- 
night, but also to endeavor as much as 
possible to sway his party in the di- 
rection of the Conservatives. All this 
he agreed to do in consideration of 
the sum of ten dimes, and a note for 
510,000, > = ; 

The question now before the Conser- 
vatives is: Shall they denounce the 
guilty. man, and thus bring shame on 
the Liberal party as a whole, causing 
outsiders to look down on a large num- 
‘ber of the student body with contempt, 


which would really have the same re- 
sult as denouncing him openly, as his 
absence or the substitution of someone 
in his place would be noticed at once, 
and his name finally dishonored. 

The Conservative party feels the 
shame of this affair probably more 
than the Liberal party, as the Conser- 
vatives had hoped that at least their 
opponents would act honorably and not 
tarnish the fair name of the students 
of McGill.

BOOKER T. WASHINGTOO HEARD 
ON PROBLEM OF COLORED RACE 


Steady Advance Made Through Work of Southern Schools— 


Booker T. Washington, H.'96, presi- 
ident of the Tuskegee Institute, spoke 
to an audience of about 300 in the 
Trophy Room of the Union at Harvard 
recently, The first part of his talk 
‘was an account of his life and the 
hardships which he encountered in 
making his way to Hampton Institute, 
where he secured his education. Fel- 
lowing this he told of his resolve to 
take up work in the black belt of 
Alabama, and his devolopment of the 
Tuskegee Institute; and closed with a 
few evidences of the progress of his 
race, and an enumeration of the oppor- 
tunities for useful service that the 
negro problem offers. 

After speaking of the good which 
Tuskegee was accomplishing among 
the negroes, not alone in the United 
States, but even in many foreign-coun- 
tries, for Tuskegee has students en- 
rolled from 36 states and 18 foreign 
countries, Mr. Washington turned to 
the consideration of a few of their 
problems. The negro, he thinks, is bet- 
ter suited to country life than he is to 
the conditions which surround him in 
the large cities, both southern and 
northern. For this reason, Tuskegee 
‘has always devoted itself especially 
‘to the training of farmers, At the

CURRENT INTEREST IN 
POLAR EXPLORATION 


It will be recalled that Amundsen 
made his impromptu dash to the South 
Pole because he despaired of obtaining 
financial support for his proposed 
north polar drift without the reclame 
lof a sensational achievement at the 
lother end of the globe. The belief 
{that Peary’s attainment of the North 
| Pole has exlfausted public interest 
‘in Arctic exploration, and that the 
‘discovery of the South Pole would 
| correspondingly dampen interest in the 
Antarctic has fortunately proved er- 
roneous. Popular interest in polar 
research has never been at so high a 
| pitch as it“is to-day. In the first place, 
{the verbal and pictorial narratives of 
recent expeditions have brought the 
! subject home to everybody. The news- 
jpapers, by virtue of special arrange- 
ments with explorers, now secure the 
ipsissima verba of the latter, while 
still in the field, for the world’s break- 
fast table. The magical cinemato- 
graph has enabled the public to watch 
with its own eyes, the heroes of the 
Antarctic trudging out into the un- 
known. In the second place, the stu- 
pid ultra-utilitarian attitude toward 
polar enterprises that was once usual 
is now regarded as shocking bad form, 
to say the least. It is easy enough 
to justify these undertakings on utili- 
tarian grounds alone, but it is no 
longer considered worth while to do so. 

Lastly, polar exploration is intrin- 
sically more interesting than it was 
a few years ago, in account of its 
broader scope, and its strikingly im- 
proved technique. Space fails us to 
dwell upon Mawson’s successful use of 
wireless telegraphy; Payer’s and

which confront the negre population 
of the surrounding districts. But for 
the help of the better elements of 
white population the negro race could 
never have made the wonderful pro- 
gress it has in the fifty years of its 
existence in freedom. The feeling be- 
tween the races is constantly improv- 
ing, as the negro becomes more self- 
respecting and more worthy of the re- 
spect of his white neighbors. The 
number of lynchings is decidedly on 
the decrease, the number being less 
last year than in any previous year for 
over a quarter of a century. News- 
papers are all too apt to exaggerate 
the evidences of bad feeling while 
failing to give much notice to the 
sensational improvement that is stead- 
ily taking place. Injustice has heen 
done the negro in the south in the 
matter of education, but Tuskegee 
and a score of other schools are show- 
ing the states that it is worth while 
to spend money to train the blacks 
as well as the whites. Mr, Washing- 
ton deplored the fact that some people 
think he is “sacrificing” his life for his 
race. On the contrary he rejoices in 
the opportunities that existing condi- 
tions offer for useful service. The 
negro problem is to his mind one 
which all citizens of the United States 
must help to solve.

Piece of tapestry hangs on wall in Assembly Hall, which Queen Mother presented, through Earl Grey, 
is the work of Mrs, G, F. Watts —The significance of the designs thereon, 


In the Assembly Hall of the Royal 
Victoria College there stands a case 
containing a banner, a plece of tap- 
estry done by Mrs, Watts, and pre- 
sented to the college by Queen Alex- 
andra, Although it has hung there 
for many years it is a lamentable fact 
that the majority of the students, 
are entirely ignorant of what it is 
meunt to represent, its significance, 
and why it is there. ‘The climax was 
reached when some one remarked in 
the course of a discussion of the beau- 
ties of the Assembly Hall, “1 always 
| thought thot thing over in the corner 
was a fish!"

design hangs in the Common Room, 
where most of the Donaidas have an

It is doubtful if any play has bee. 
presented locally since the appearance 
of “Hindle Wakes," one year ago, 
which can for support rely upon its in- 
herent excellence and proximity to 
true art, as can “Change,” the play be- 
ing presented at the Princess Rhis 
week, 

A piay of charm it cannot be called, 
for we take it charm entuils an ele- 
ment cf romance, a play of Wehter and 
softer cmotions in a harmonious set- 
ting. “Change” posseses nelther this 
element nor the setting for it. It does 
possess, however, a true and accurate 
picture of circumstances, a bold and 
rugced delineation of characters and 
events that for the space of its pre- 
sentation must hold one with an ir- 
resistible grip of the attention, both 
mental and emotional. 

“Change” is simply the unfolding of 
life as it is experienced in any Welsh 
mining village of to-day. The various 
types of humanity to be found there 
are faithfully delineated; but in faith- 
fulness of portrayal there Is suffered 
no loss of individuality.

HIS MAJEST Y'S, 


When one sees such names as Kask- 
hine, Zosinoff, Raskolnikoff, Koltzoff, 
and a few other offs adorning the pages 
of a play-bill, one expects something 
on the order of “The Merry Widow,’ 
or “The Balkan Princess,” 
such Slavic comic opera as those which 
held the stage here and abroad until 
about Inst year. It is more or less 
disappointing to learn that wo are 
dealing with melodrama instead ot 
comic opera, and that we are dealing 
with a play that Js set in Russia 
simply because it is founded on a book 
by a Russian. The scenes would have 
been quite as effective had they been 
in London instead of in St, Petersburg, 
and the names would not have been 
half so tongue-twisting. 

In “The Unwritten Law,” we are 
dealing with melodrama run rampu: 
we have a motivated hurder; mie 
oppressed heroine to save whom from 
disgrace the murder was committed; 
a hero murderer with socialistic nthil- 
istic and anarchistic convictions, who 
spurts out his high-minded ideas every 
time he gets the chance; and a magis- 
trate who puts the poor hero through 
the third degree in order to make the 
play a trifle exciting. The ‘martyr’ 
is sent to Siberia, but we are led to 
belleve that it will not be for long, five 
years or so, and his sweetheart prom- 
ises to wajt for him. To all intents 
and purposes, then, we can deem it a 
uctors, it serves its purpose admirably. 
happy ending. Truth to tell, the play 
does strike a note of protest against 
the conditions of inequality existing 
in the legal status of different classes 
of society; this theme, however, is 
by no means developed, and the chief 
impression that the play leaves is that 
it is a producer of excitement chiefly, 
with here and there a stimulus to per- 
haps a little more than mere super- 
ficial thought.
